Legislation to Abolith Private Lttter 
Box Abutee In Cities and to Pro- 
vent ■eyeetting of Post /Of* 
flees Is Urged. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— Robert J. 
"Wynne, first assistant postmaster gen- 
•f>»» in bis annual report to tie post- 
aliater goaeral, reeommeBda that eon- 

grfae authorise clerk hire allowances 
at all third-class post offlces. Only the 
first and second class offlces have this 
allowance at present, and Mr. Wynne 
advocates an allowance for this pur- 
poae of tlOO, wherever the postmas- 
tar^ satairr Is $1,000 or $1,100; or of 
$200 where the postmaster gets $1,200 
or $1,300; $300 where the postmaster 
gets $1,400 or $1.5(10; $400 where the 
postmabtcr is salaried at $1,600 or $1,- 
700, and $50« where the salary is from 
$1,800 to $1,900. This would make the 
total appropriation for clerk hire al- 
lowances at third-class post offlces and 
for separating malls at third and 
ifourth-class po.st offices and for unusu* 
»,l business $2,200,000. 

Mr. Wynne recommends new dassi- 
jflcaUon law for clerka In flrst and sec- 
ond-class post offlces, creatlngr a num- 
,ber of new positions and abolishing the 
titles of all clerks bi low the grade of 
foreman, simply dt'si(.;natini; as clerks 
employes whose duties are purely clerl- 
jCal. It is recommended that the max- 
imum allowance for fuel and light at 
iChlrd-cIass post offlces be Increased 
from $60, as now fixed by law, to $80 
per annum. A lump api)r()prla(ion of 
$20,000. iMKi in askoil for clerks at first 
and second-class oillces, instead of seg- 
jegatlng his mtpropriatlon into grades 
ot clerks. 

' During the year the domestic money 

'orders issued amounted to $3.')3.fi27.()48 
"and the excess of receipts from this 
source over expenses paid fTom the 
proceeds was $1,994,888. 

The amount of money orders, both 
4oBeBtio and international, including 
poatal notes issued since the organisa- 
tion of the system in 1864. was |4,- 
«87,903,613. 

The receipts at the dead letter of- 
fice of mail matter of all classes and 
from all sources which could not be 
d^'lvered. deciphered or were unmall- 
able were 10,163,628 pieces, an Increase 
of SVj per cent. Mr. Wynne urged leg- 
.Islatlon to abolish the private letter 
ibox abvise in the cities; to prevent the 
jboycottlng of post offices because of 
iwlitical differences, petty Jealousies, 
Iselflsh motives, etc.; to punish the use 
lof a postmarking stamp for any nn- 
^lawfiil or Improper pinpose : to abso- 
lutely bar inllammalile matter from the 
mails and to further restrict tht IBtlt 
ing of disease K''rnis.

Bill introduced Embodying Conference 
Report of Last Congress. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— Representa 
live Overstreet, of liidiaiia. introduced 
a bill embodying the conference re- 
port 0' the last congress on the bill 
for the protection of the president. 
' The bill provides the death penalty 
for killing or causing the death of the 
'president, or any ambassador or min- 
ister of a foreif^n count ly a( credited 
to the United States. For attempts to 
commit the crimes mentioned a penal- 
't^ of 10 years' imprisonment is pro- 
Tided. Persons advising or conspir- 
ing to commit said crimes shall be 
held as principal offenders. Persons 
aiding or abetting the escape of of- 
fOnders under this law are to be tried 
aa principals. ▲ SO-year hnpriaonment 
penalty is prescribed against persons 
teaching anarchistic doctrines. 

Coal Shipped From Pittsburg.

Augusta, Ky., Nov. 19.— Edward 
Williams, colored, who, it is charged, 
had annoyed white women by standing 
on the street comers and winking at 
them as they passed, was arrested on 
the charge of disorderly conduct. 
About 11 o'clock at nlf<ht masked men 
entered the jail and took Williams out 
by force. He plcadc d for mercy, but 
his pleas fell on deaf ears. He was 
dragged to the outaklrts of the city 
and severely flogged by strong men. 
who wielded hickory sticks. A paR.<»er- 
by yelled "Police!" and In the confu- 
Rion that followed the Negro got away. 

AVednr sday Williams' wife and child 
left the city. 

A Double Funeral.

Washington, Nov! 19. — Secretary 
Hay and M. Philippe Bunau-Varllla, 
the minister from Panama, at 6:40 
o'clock Wednesday evening, signed the 
Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty providing for 
the construction of the Panama canal 
by the United States. The ceremony 
occurred in Secretary Hay's study. 
Hearty congratulations were exchang- 
ed and it wag agreed that the newa ot 
the signing ot the treaty should be 
kept from the public tor the present. 
President Roosevelt was iminediately 
advised of the signing of the document 
and Minister Bunau-Varllla sent a con- 
fidential cablegram to his government 
stating that the treaty had been signed. 

Tha document cdnslsts of between 
22 and 25 articles, but the main points 
of the convention are contaiiieil in lh(> 
flrst six articles. The licynote of the 
treaty is the provision in one of the 
very flrst articles, by which Panama 
cedes to the United States whatever 
land or lands through the republic of 
Panama this government shall find de- 
sirable In connection with tho build- 
ing or the operation and maintenance 
of the canal. In addition tho treaty 
gives to the United SUtes absolute 
sovereignty over the canal strip, which 
it is understood comprises between 
eight and ten miles on each side of the 
canal. Within this zone the power of 
the United States is aa absolute as If 
the zone wera fort Md paroal of this 
country. 

In general. It may be said that while 
the now treaty contains many of the 
provisions of the failed Hay-Herran 
treaty It Is not based on that convon- 
flon, but follows not only the spirit 
but the letter of tlie Spooner act. 
Thus, Instead of the lease for a fixed 
period ot the canal strip this new 
treaty provides tor a perpetual grant 
of the right of way to the United 
States, and instead of a complicated 
provision for courts of mixed composi- 
tion — half .Vnierican and half Colom- 
bian — to administer Justice ov«r the 
canal atrip, the new treaty permits 
this government to exercise the most 
complete Jurisdiction thereupon. 

Permission is also given the United 
States to fortify tho line and the ter- 
minals and It may police it with 
troops. That portion of the treatv 
dealing with the fortification of the 
terminals Is rather general, but sufll- 
ciently explicit not to be misunder- 
stood. The cities of Panama and Co- 
lon retain their municipal aut>inoniy 
uiuler III.- 1 c piililic i.r Paiiaiiia '^o loni; 
as they niaiulain public order and san- 
itary conditions to the satisfaction of 
the United SUtes. Failure to do this 
gives the United States, according to 
the treaty, the right to force strict 
compliance with the wishes of this 
government in thi.s direction and tho 
United States can even use force to 
compel obedience to Its rules as to 
public order and public health in these 
cities. 

The money consideration is the same 
In the new treaty as in the Hay-Her- 
ran conventlf)n with the exception that 
the $l(t.(iO().(i(io KO to Panama Instead 
of to Colombia. 

The treaty further provides that the 
canal is to be neutral and open to all 
nations on even terms. 

Two-thirds of tho treaty concerns de- 
tails of administration, which while 
not necessary to the efllcleucy of the 
convention, will, it is believed, com- 
mend the new treaty to many members 
of the senate who have picked flaws 
In the defunct Hay-Herran convention. 

No time will be lost by Panama In 
ratifying the new treaty. Whether 
the ratification will be made by the 
government at Panama or whether 
the commission which arrived here 
Wednesday night will be cabled pow- 
er to ratify It has not yet been deter- 
mined. The eachanga ot ratifications 
win oeeur in Washington. 



Washington, Nov. 19. — Senate— 
Among the bills IntrodiK (^(1 Wednesday 
were the following: By Senator Piatt 
(Ct), providing for the restoration to 
citizenship of American women who 
have married aliens, when stteh women 
have beconia separated from their 
husbands and foreign alliances either 
by death or divorce; by Senator Cril 
linger, providing for the erection In 
Washington of a monument for private 
soldiers of the civil war. The bill car- 
ries an appropriation of $100,000. 

House— The opposition to the Cuban 
bill was heard in the house and In 
vigorous speech. The features of the 
day were the speeches of Mr. Gros- 
venor (O.), who opened the discussion 
In advocacy of the bill, and ot Mr. 
Fordney (rep.. Mich.), who spoke In 
opposition. Mr. Grosvenor spoke for 
more than an hour, during which he 
was frequently Interrupted by ques- 
tions emanating from tho democratic 
side. Mr. Fordney emphatically ex- 
pressed bis disapproval ot the meas- 
ure. He made an attack on Mr. Fran- 
cis Thurber (N. Y.), and criticised 
Gen. Leonard Wood in severe terms 
for paying money to .Mr, Thurber for 
distributing literature In the interest 
of Cuban reciiirocity two years ago.

They 
contribute tluj greater i)()rti.iii of the 
revenues for the federal treasury, that 
of Anlioquoia alone paying about one- 
third of the entire amount- The An- 
tloquioans are known as the yankees 
of Colombia, and are progressive and 
business-like people. For a long time 
th«re has l...n .lls>atisfnetjon and dis- 
content among the people of these de- 
partments over the management of af- 
fairs by the politicians at BogoU by 
whom they sa^ their rifhta have been 
diaregarded and thair interesta treat- 
ed Indllfe rently.

A few days since Seereta y Job, of 
the employers' association, announced 
that any teamster convicted of block- 
ading tho Hues of tho street car com- 
pany during the present troubles would 
lose his position. The action of the 
union Wednesday night is a defiance 
ot the statement made by .Soc retary 
Job. Tho teamsters' union, which is 
the strouf-'est labor organization in tli^; 
city, has about 4,ouu members and has 
contracts with practically every es- 
tablishment of prominence in the city 
that has teams of its own. 
Last spring the union signed con- 
I tracts with the employer.s" ;isscn iatlon 
I by which the sympathetic' strike was 
I ruled out of existence as far as the 
teamsters are concerned. The sympa- 
thetic strike is also against the con* 
stltution ot the national organisation. 

I^ast spring when the freight hanl- 
lers of the city were anxious to inau- 
gurate a strike against all of the road.s 
rimning out of the city, they sought to 
enlist the aid of the teamsters, but 
the latter refused to have anything to 
do with them on the plea that their 
constitution prohibited them from em- 
barking upon any sympathetic strikes.

The 76.7 per eeut. tor the 
North and the *23 ."^ per cent, for the 
South, which represented the proportion 
of the coBSunption of cotton lo the mills 
of the sections thirteen years ago, has 
changed to 49.58 per cent, fur the Kortb 
and 804-i per oeat for the Soath this 
year. 

Calbonn's old 8tate-3.036,000 spindles 
fjr South Carolina, L'Otil ,()(J0 fcr North 
Carolina, 1,^70,000 for tieorgia and smaller 
numbers for other Sutea of their aection
